The parents and teachers of every 
child wish him to have the benefit of 
trreuter advantages than they have 
had. That is one of the reasons why 
parents often make great personal 
sacrifices to educate their children 
for more congenial work than they 
themselves have enjoyed and interest 
in his pupils is one of the lew com- 
pensatioiks for the trial- and insuffi- 
cient financial returns of a teacher's 
career.

Par- 
ents who have not had a trainiiip in 
personal economy are anxious to 
have tlie:r cliildrcn realize that the 
practice of timft and an appreciation 
for the value o{ moaay ara a^Mn- 
tial to success and self respect. 
Thrift principles enter into every re- 
'^lution.-hip and prohleru of daily life. 
I Troiniu); in economy is equally nec- 
I eaaary for the ehil ^ of parents in 
I paor ar moderate circumstaaees and 
for those who ftre rich. In our vem- 
plex Amerii'an life it is ixis^ibie that 
the poor child of toftay may l)e the 
rich man or woman of toniorfow, and 
that the child bom with a silver 
spooi| in his month auy samatiaM be 
thrawa apaa hie own resources.
